"be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  a  Director  of  War  Board 
Services, 

S.    All  communications  between  the  War  Food  Administration  and  the 
State  War  Boards  shall  be  channelled  through  the  Office  of  War  Board 
Services.    All  communications,  including  directions  and  orders, 
announcing  determinations  of  policy  or  matters  of  unusual  importance 
from  the  War  Food  Administration  to  the  State  War  Boards  shall  be 
prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Administrator,  and,  prior  to  sub- 
mission for  the  Administrator's  signature,  shall  be  transmitted  by 
the  originating  agency  within  the  War  Food  Administration  to  the 
Office  of  War  Board  Services,  which  shall  have  responsibility  for. 
clearing  the  proposed  communication  with  other  agencies  of  the 
Administration  interested  therein^.   All  other  communications  from 
the  War  Food  Administration  to  the  State  War  Boards  shall  be  pre- 
pared for  the  signature  of  the  Director  of  War  Board  Services. 
All  communications  from  State  War  Boards  to  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration shall,  when  first  received  by  the  Adjninistration,  be 
promptly  transmitted  to  the  Office  of  War  Board  Services,  which 
Office  shall  forward  the  communication  to  the  official  or  officials 
of  the  Administration  interested  therein. 

3.  Mr.  William  L.  Nelson  is  hereby  designated  as  Director  of  War 
Board  Services, 

4,  All  memoranda  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  memorandum 
are  superseded  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict.

The  Director  of  Food  Distribution 
The  Chief  of  the  Forest  Service 
The  Director  of  Information 

The  Administrator  of  the  Rural  Electrification 

Administration 
The  Chief  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
The  Solicitor 

A  principal  function  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  consider  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Administrator  whether  a  given  program  shall  be  adminis 
tered  through  the  State  and  County  War  Boards  or  through  one  or 
more  of  the  agencies  represented  on  the  Board.
